Government, which had been indicated 
as reluctant to enter into arrangements 
for the payments of-its war-time and 
post-war indebtedness to the United 
States until France. had completed an 
agreement to refund similar obligatione 
to this country, has come forward with 
a definite expression of wililngness to 
make a debt fundin~ settlement. No- 
tice to that effect was given today -to 
Secretary Mellon, Chairman of the 
United States World War Debt Com- 
mission, by Baron de Cartier, the Bel- 
gian Ambassador. 

This course of the Belgian Govern- 
ment, extremely pleasing to the Coolidge 
Administration, was announced this eve- 
ning by Mr. Mellon.

RUM CHASER FIRES 
ON HARVARD CRAFT 


Shots Barely Miss Two Coach- 
ing Launches in Haze Off 
Nantasket Shore. 


WERE ON WAY TO RED TOP 


Did Not Heed Siren of Unlighted 
Coast Guard Patrol— 
Apology Is Made.

CAMBRIDGE, May 29.—Two Harvard 
coaching launches were shelled early 
this morning while on the way to the 
training quarters of the varsity crew at 
Red Top, New London, by the dry navy. 
A Coast Guard boat fired five shots at 
the launches, the Patricia ‘and Pep, 
while they were off Nantucket in a 
heavy haze, which prevented those 
aboard them from seeing the Coast 
Guard craft. One shot plopped into the 
water only six feet from the stern of 
the Pep. Then the launches stopped, the 
tum-chaser drew: alongside and satis- 
factory explanations were made. 

Tell of Narrow. Escape. 


The exciting adventure did not bécomé 
known until this afternoon when those 
who -had been aboard thé launches re- 
turned ta Cambridge. Only luck, they 
said; saved them from death or injury 
and prevented thé sinking of their boats, 
since the rum-chaser could not see them 
in the haze and fired toward the direc- 
tion indicated by the motors of the 
launches. 

The Pep was. leaking when she docked 
at New London, buf not because she 
had been hit, according to the Harvard 
men.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Van 
Sweringen brothers realized a profit of 
$16,812,809 as a result of the financial 
transactions started in 1916 and culmi- 
nating with the consolidation of the 
present Nickel Plate railroad system. 
This was admitted today by'O. P. Van 
Sweringen during appearance before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in be- 
half. of an application to extend his 
‘holdings and include the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, the Hocking Valley, the Erie and 
‘the Pere Marquette Railroads in an even 
larger unified system, of which the 
Nickel Plate would. be a part. 

At this point in the testimony a five- 
minute recess was granted so that wit- 
ness ard counsel could get a breathing 
“ spell, and when the youthful appearing 
railroad financier—he is in his middie 
forties—strolled out in the lobby of the 
hearing room he was surrounded by 
friends and other spectators who were 
eager to offer congratulations, now that 
the news of big profits was out. 

“You got rich pretty quickly,’’ said 
one, with a smile. 

“And a lot of hard work, too,’’ quietly 
replied Van Sweringen, 

The amount of profits made by the 
Van Sweringens was brought out dur- 
ing cross-examination of ‘‘O. P.,” as 
he is known in railroad and financial 
circles, by H. W. Anderson, counsel for 
minority stockholders of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railroad who are seeking to 
prevent approval of the pending applica- 
tion or at least to win- better: terms 
than those proposed. 


We Secret Transactions. 


Mr. Van Sweringen told the attorney 
that there was no secret about any of 
_ the transactions and that he was will- 
‘ing to submit documentary evidence of 
all that had transpired. The profits, 
\ he said, had come not as a result of 
speculation or unfair dealing, but mere- 
ly because the Van Sweringen interests 
had acquired railroad properties which 
had been doing none too well, and had 
put them .on a highly profitable basis, 
thus enhancing the value of the securi- 
‘ties involved. _ ; 
“During the testimony today it was 
brought out that in 1916, when the Van 
Sweringens first went into the steam 
railroad business by purchasing . the 
New. York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad, 
or old Nickel Plate, from the: New York 
Central, they had put up / $520,000 in 
cash and also had risked their holdings 
in the electric railway system and real 
estate In and. near Cleveland, Ohio.. It 


was on this base that their fortunes 
were founded and the profit of $16,812,- 
808 was realized. 

Attorne} Anderson worked out the 
size of the profits made ‘by the Van 
Sweringens and asked the witness to 
confirm his deductions. Mr. Van Swer- 
ingen nodded his head and agreed that, 
speaking in round numbers; the correct 
sum had been hit ‘upon. 

Briefly Mr. Anderson had figured out 
that to obtain a controlling stock inter- 
est in the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis, Clover Leaf and Lake Erie & 
Western railroad systems, which now 
composed thé unified Nickel Plate com- 
pany, the Van Sweringens had con- 
tracted to pay $21,000,000.

NEW CRACKS APPEAR | 
IN COURT HOUSE WALL 


Banton’s Aids Alarmed, Follow- 
ing the Recent Fall of a Lintel 
and a Block of Marble. 


When new cracks appeared in the walls 
on the southeast wing of the Criminal 
Courts Building yesterday officials in 
District Attorney Banton’s office 
thought for a time that the structure, 
which was. built at a cost of $1,800,000 
in the early 90s, was doomed to be 
closed until repairs could be made. In- 
spectors from tke Building Department 
who appeared later at the request of 
the prosecutor intimated after an exam- 
ination that they did not ‘believe the 
structure was in danger of collapsing.

Look Out, but See Nothing. 


They hurried to a bathroom window 
looking out on the lot. They saw noth- 
ing and returned. The scream came 
again. But once more the woman and 


youth failed to penetrate the darkness. 
Sounds of a _ disturbance of some 
sort came to Mrs. Kane, too. She 
listened and heard what she thought— 
hours later, when she was prostrated 
by her ~~ hter’s fate—may have been 
groans. Miss May Kane, sleeping near 
by, also heard the strange soun and 
peeping from the edge of the shade 
im her room saw a man in shirt sleeves 
walking along a small pathway that 
cuts through the lot. He was taking 
a direction that would have led him 
to a Utica Avenue ‘surface car. An 
automobile was parked down Montgom- 
ery Street, perhaps sixty feet from the 
lot. Neither mother — nor daughter, 
however, could place the time when 
they heard or saw these things. 
Mrs. Leah Erenstoft of 1,033 Mont- 
gomery Street, living in one of the 
houses in the brick row, told detectives 
that some time between midnight and 
1 o’clock she had heard a woman 
scream. The scream awakened her and 
she looked from a front window but 
owing to the smashed arc light she 
Id see nothing. She said that she 
went back to bed_and a few minutes 
later heard two screams in quick suc- 
cession. Again she peered into the 
darkness and finally went back to bed, 
badly shaken. 

Mrs. Anna’ Rubin, who conducts a 
candy store at 319 Utica Avenue, told 
of the os man who reported that a 

“girl had “been arrested’’ in ‘“‘the lot.’’ 
— was in her shop at 1 o’clock talk- 

to Irving Weinstein, a grocer at 

335 Utica Avenue, when the. man en- 
tered and ordéred a glass of soda. After 
making his odd remark he drank the 
soda and left. 

At fifteen minutes past midnight Her- 
man Margolies, a druggist at Utica 
Avenue ard Carroll Street, closed his 
shop and baggy through the lot as a 
short cut to his home. e saw no ma- 
chine at the curb nor_anything else be- 
yond the darkness and urged by his de- 
sire to get home hurried on. Perhaps 
a quarter of an hour later the screams 
jsignalled the attack. Then silence and 
darkness until 5 o'clock, 

At that hour Christian Junker of 10,726 
122d Street, Richmond Hill, a driver for 
the Sheffield Farms Dairy Company, 
making his deliveries of milk, paused to 
observe what he described as follows: 

“‘Two_men get out of a red automo- 
bile. They were draggi something 
toward the lot. I was afraid to go over 
and look then, so I went on with my 
deliveries. An hour later I went 
through the lot, Serre See bottles of 
milk for a hou Montgomery 
Street, and I found the body.’’ 

Junker notified Policeman Edward 
Feldman of the Flatbush Avenue Sta- 
tion, who examined the body. The girl 
was lying not more than ten feet from 
the sidewalk. Both hands were tied in 
front of her. She was. partially dis- 
robed, the clothing having been torn 
from her. Part of her brown silk dress 
had been ripped away and fragments of 
it woven into a strand. This was bound 
around her head, holding her green straw 
hat’ in place on the back of- her head, 
and_ being tied under the chin. A gag, 
made from a part of the girl’s clothing, 
was tied over her mouth. 

There wds & wound on the top of the 
head — presumably. the blow —§ which 
stunned her. Her right eye had been 
blackened and claw-like scratches, deep 
and wide, furrowed her cheeks. 


A Golden Crucifix on Her Back.

Just before the body was moved her 
brother, Detective Kane, reached the 
scene and identified the form as that‘of 
his sister, Kane had the first hint of 
his sister’s fate when a nephew, James 
Badin, 17 years old, who lives with his 
grandmother, came to his home at 1,353 
Sterling Place, Brooklyn, and told him 
that Florenc ad failed to come home, 
and that a girl had been found dead in 
the lot nearby. Fearful that the body 
was that of his sister, Kane walked 
with reluctant feet to the spot and, while 
his brother detectives closed in to sup- 
port him, made thé identification Kane 
exclaimed, ‘‘God! it's Florence.’ ” and 
then walked quickly to one side. ‘ After 
a moment he walked over to ,the Kane 
home to break the news to his’ mother. 


A Wide Hunt Started. 


After the body was on its way to the‘ 
morgue Inspector Sullivan announced 
the crime at Brooklyn Police Headquar- 
ters and all available detectives in the 
borough were enlisted in the search for 
the slayer. Inspector Sullivan urged the 
men to bend every effort, pointing out 
that the crime had been ferocious in its 
britality. Soon after the detectives went 


out on the Fg trail left by the crim- 
inals, Dr. Marten completed his autopsy 
— took his report to Police Headquar- 
ers 

“T am confident from my examina- 
tion,”’ he said, ‘‘that more than one per- 
son had a hand in this crime. Miss 
Kane was apparently attacked on the 
sidewalk as she was passing the lot. 
Her body was found just off the street 
line. There was no mark as evidence 
that’ she had been dragged there. It 
looks to me as thou ~ she had been 
carried there after b dealt a heavy 
blow on the gewale ow, she was a 
young woman. who weighed about 140 
pounds, and if one man had attempted 
to carry her into the lot there would 
have been some evidence to show it. 
The marks of her body being dragged 
along the round would have been 
plainly visible to the first officers to 
reach the scene, 

‘“‘Another thing supporting my convic- 
tion that more than one man was con- 
cerned is the ‘way the body was found. 
It had evidently been carefully y agene 
face downward, € poor gtrl had 
ceived a terrible beating.” 

Dr. Marten said that contrary to the 
first belief, the girl’s skull had’ not 
been fractured. She had been struck 
repeatedly in the face, rig gan! Sn 
fist, and her mouth and lips were iac- 
erated by the force of blows. driving 
her teeth into them. The blow that dis- 
colored , the rl’s right eye, said the 
Assistant Medical ioraminan, had frac- 
tured the jawbone at the same time. 
The evidences of strangulation, by a 
person of great strength, were \ample 
even externally, the physician reported. 


Body Is Taken te the Home. 


The body was taken to the girl’s home 
last night and arrangements were made, 
tentatively, for a funeral on Monday. 
The service will be conducted the 
Rev. Father William Costello, pastor of 
St. Matthew’s. Florence and her family 
were to have attended a solemn requiem 
mass in the church this morning for her 
father, who_ died eight. years ago. Ex- 
pressing the opinion that his pattnibamen

On Saturday night she gave the three 
children a “Small quantity of: rum 
to warm them and they all slept well. 
Sunday morning, when the familly were 
on.deck, Mrs. Gorgely sent Antalova 
down to get a shawl. The*child found 
the bottle of rum and helped himself 
to a tumbler‘nearly full. 

Shortly afterward one of the passen- 
gers heard the boy crying with pain and 
told the nursé in the third class, who 
immediately administered an - emetic. 
This alleviated the pain to some extent, 
but the child became worse, and at noon 
the nurse summoned Dr. Wright, who 
worked over the child continuously until 
nearly midnight, when he died. 

The mother became hysterical and had 
to be restrained from’ leaping over the 
rail next day at 1 o’clock, when the 
burial took place.

BELA KUN CAPTURED 
- BY THE PORTUGUESE 


Communist Leader, Arrested on a 
Fishing Vessel, Will Be 
Deported From Lisbon.

| FORMER BANK HEAD 


INSOLVENT AT DEATH 


Edward Earl Left Debts on Loans 
of $161,572—Was President 
of the National Nassau. 


Edward Earl, for many years Presi- 
dent of the National Nassau Bank, 
which was merged with the Irving Na- 
tional Bank in 1914, was insolvent at 
the -time of his death on April 4, 1924, 
according to the appraisal of his estate 
filed yesterday, Mr. Earl left property 
valued at $34,244, but he had debts of 
$161,572. The chief obligations were for 
loans, 

The assets included, $55 in cash and 
$7,515 due for commissions as trustee. 
While insurance policies for $67,500 were 
in effect, they had been reduced by 
loans so that the sum payable to his 
estate was only $26,080. He owned 400 
shares of the Nicholas* Power Com- 
pany. of which he was President. Two 

undred and fifty of these shares were 
pledged_to Harriet M. Richardson on 
notes for $41,500. She sued and got 
judgment for _ $63,179, and when the 
stock was sold a deficiency. judgment 
for $51,289 was filed against his estate. 
The other 150 shares were pledged to 
Eleanor H. Richardson for $16,000 in 
notes, on which $25,826 was due at the 
time of his death. A _ deficiency -judg- 
ment for $18,382 was filed in that case. 

The only other securities owned by. Mr. 
Earl were 109 shares of the National 
Nassau Bank, now in liquidation. which 
were valued at $593. Among the debts 
of. the e pete were $13, 604 to-the Chat- 
ham & Phothix Bank, and $30,708 to 
Charles aszier Co.’ 

Mr, Earl entered the employ of the 
Nassau Bank gs a clerk in 1887, and 

wes s made President in 1908. He was a 
Vice President’ of the Irving National 
for a time after the consolidation. 


CHICAGO UNDER WORLD 
BURIES GENNA, GUNMAN 


Flowers in Thirty Autos and 
Silver Coffin Viewed by 
20,000 People.

CHICAGO, May 29.—Thirty automobiles 
carried flowers to the grave in Mount 
Carmel Cemetery of Angelo Genna, gun 
-‘man and bootlegger today and 20,000 
people jammed the narrow streets of 
“Little Italy’’ to see the funeral proces- 
sion. Marchers from the Uione Sicillane 
and the elite of gang; bootlegging and 
murder circles followed the coffin. 

Following the hearse in which lay the 
body of the man to whose hand more 
than twenty killings have been charged, 


Genna’s friends pointed proudly -at ine 
lavish display of flowers—worth $50, 000, 


they said. 

The coffin was said to be of solid 
silver, costing $11,000, with Genna’s 
name in gold letters. Before it was 
carried to the cemetery the coffin was 
borne through the crowded quarter 
where Genna~ began his_ spectacular 
career as a gunman in the feud that 
gripped the old Nineteenth Ward for 
so long. 

The rites of the\ church ‘had _ been 
denied to Genna, but religious services 
were held in the flat of a relative.
